~ MARKETING CANADA’S WHEAT 


Many serious students of Canadian 
alfairs consider that the maintenance 
of a reasonable standard of living tor 
farmers and, indeed, for all in West- 
érn Canada, will require the produc- 
tion of an annual average of about 
400 million bushels of wheat, whici 
ip turn will necessitate an aunual ex 
port sale of about 280 millions. 

Since 1929, the export sales of Can- 
adian wheat have gradually dwindled 
from an average of over $9) milion 
busheis a year to an amount last 
year (1935) of only 165 millioa bushels 
These decreased sales represent lust 
markets, 

To increase export sales trom 
million busnels annually, tu ut 
280 m!!.cp, would appear to te a vit 
4t Nevesy.ty for the weitaie of West- 
ein i unecau, How to revain these lost 
markets is Gne of the tvo majer prob 
lems with which Western people are 
confronted—the other being the low 
purchasing power ol wheat 

A serious consideration of methods 
that mighi be adopted in order to in- 
crease the sales of Canadian wheat 
must involve an accurate knowledge 
of which markets have been lost, and 
of the causes that have brought 
about the decline in sales, 

Prior to 1929, Canadian wheat and 
flour was sold each year on the mar- 
kets in over seventy countries in the 
world, and it is probably correct to 
state that over 300 million people, out 
side of Canada, in those days ate 
bread that was improved because it 
contained at least some percentage of 
Canadian wheat. 

Today many of those countries use 
no Canadian wheat at all, and all of 
them use less Canadian wheat than

Between 1929 and 1935, the world in- 
ternational trade in wheat has sufter- 
ed a decline of 31 per cent, but Can- 
ada’s world trade in wheat has sulter- 


ed a decline of no less than 46 — per 
cent,
